/~\SE  HUNDRED  years  of  continuous  business  is  a 
vV  landmark  in  any  line  of  endeavor,  so  that  Vic¬ 
toria  Machinery  Depot,  celebrating  this  week  its  cen¬ 
tenary,  can  hold  iU  head  high  with  justified  pride. 

Remembering  also  that  Victoria  City  Itself  had  Its 
own  centenary  only  last  year,  this  means  that  v  MD 
has  been  at  the  core  of  community  work  and  life 
since  the  early  days  of  settlement  In  this  area. 

How  strongly  its  influence  affects  the  local  scene 
may  be  judged  from  an  annual  payroll  of  some  44 
mtiiion  dollars  and  a  work  force  of  roughly  1,000 
skilled  craftsmen.  As  a  bulwark  of  the  local  economy 
its  importance  can  therefore  be  readily  appreciated. 

In  addition,  reflecting  the  wider  impact  on  the  weal 
of  Canada  itself,  VMD  has  contributed  to  the  national 
exchequer  over  a  four-year  period  cloae  to  five  million 
dollars  In  taxes. 

Statistics  apart,  however,  it  is  the  quality  of 
VMD  production  that  illuminates  its  reputation  and 
that  oi  the  men  who  fashion  its  products.  It  has  a 
splendid  record  of  speed  and  efficiency,  with  equip¬ 
ment  and  human  aptitudes  geared  to  the  challenge 
of  modem  needs. 

Moat  citizens  think  of  ‘‘VMD”—  initials  which 
have  acquired  a  patina  of  their  own — In  terms  of 
shipbuilding.  They  see  the  hulls  rising  from  the  ways 
as  they  pass  and  the  periodic  launchings  bring  home 
to  them  this  vital  phase  of  the  company's  operations. 
The  building  of  ships,  for  national  defence  and  for  the 
peaceful  conveyance  of  man  and  his  goods,  is  of  cardi¬ 
nal  and  primary  concern. 

But  since  its  foundation  the  Albion  Iron  Works, 
to  cite  the  original  name  of  the  company,  has  been 
allied  to  shipping  in  the  fashioning  of  complementary 
products— boilers,  pipes,  fittings  and  the  many  other 
items  of  “machinery”  that  go  Into  the  equipping  of 
ships  ,  , 

VMD  now  explores  the  wide  field  of  industrial 
design  and  production,  and  builds  all  manner  of  heavy 
equipment  in  its  varied  operations.  It  has  shown  ex¬ 
emplary  enterprise  and  foresight  and  must  be  ac¬ 
counted  one  of  the  most  efficient  plants  of  its  scope 
and  kind.  Management  and  work  crews  alike  have 
won  an  enviable  place  in  the  Industrial  realm. 

Hearty  congratulations  therefore  as  this  firm,  of 
the  warp  and  woof  of  the  community,  reaches  the 
honored  mark  of  its  100th  birthday.  As  they  say  of 
another  much  different  commodity  it  “is  still  going 
strong.’’  May  its  progress  continue  to  highlight  the 
local  industrial  scene. 

Out  of  Date 

•TRAFFIC  experts  in  a  panel  at  the  motor  vehicle 
1  administrators’  convention  in  Victoria  during  the 
past  week  held  that  fines  for  driving  offences  in  Can¬ 
ada  and  the  United  States  have  become  too  low  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  climbing  wages.  Penalties  that  acted  as  deter¬ 
rents  10  or  15  years  ago,  in  their  view,  have  no  such 
effect  today. 

Certainly  a  $20  bill  is  much  more  easily  come  by 
and  more  readily  spent  now  than  in  the  early  post¬ 
war  years.  And  cursory  comparison  of  local  traffic 
fines,  in  recent  days  and  15  years  ago,  does  not  Indi¬ 
cate  an  equal  change.  For  offences  in  the  less  serious 
categories  especially,  the  present  penalties  seem  to  be 
almost  Identical  with  those  of  1948. 

Even  so,  however,  it  can  be  regarded  as  doubtful 
that  Increasing  fines  by  50  per  cent  or  doubling  them 
—again  especially  for  minor  offences — would  make 
them  significantly  more  effective  as  deterrents. 

The  fine  is  not  the  only  penalty  few  traffic-law 
violations,  and  anyone  who  will  Ignore  the  speed  limit 
for  instance  at  the  risk  of  having  to  pay  $15  or  $25, 
AND  of  incurring  a  black  mark  on  his  driving  record, 
AND  of  being  obliged  to  ask  for  time  off  from  work 
to  go  to  court,  AND  of  having  his  name  recorded  as 
an  offender,  for  his  friends  and  neighbors  to  see,  is 
surely  not  going  to  worry  much  about  a  few  extra 
dollars. 

The  municipal  revenue  picture  on  the  other  hand 
would  no  doubt  improve  if  all  fines  were  brought  into 
line  with  today's  economy,  and  this  is  something  that 
should  not  be  overlooked.  Police  costs  rise  every  year, 
and  it  is  entirely  fitting  that  those  citizens  who  keep 
the  police  and  the  courts  busy  should  pay  more  for 
their  misbehavior  accordingly. 

A  more  striking  anomaly  perhaps  than  the  rela¬ 
tion  of  fines  to  present-day  wages  lies  in  the  choice 
between  fines  and  jail-terms.  The  court  generally 
places  the  value  of  a  day  at  from  $5  to  $7.50 — 
"Twenty-five  dollars  or  five  days,”  as  the  magistrate 
often  says. 

To  the  taxpayers’  advantage,  such  old  and  low 
valuation  of  course  discourages  all  except  the  pen¬ 
urious  few  who  must  from  accepting  the  community’s 
uncomfortable  room  and  plain  board.  But  if  fines 
generally  should  be  increased,  in  all  fairness  this 
figure  would  have  to  rise  too — preferably,  one  would 
think,  to  something  akin  to  an  average  day's  pay. 

Useful  Cards 

THE  BRITISH  ministry  of  health  la  carrying  out 
experimental  work  In  some  districts  which  may 
lead  to  the  issuance  of  identity  cards  with  details  erf 
personal  medical  history  for  everyone  In  the  country.

Perhaps  there  would  be  some  resistance  In  the 
public  mind  if  carrying  such  caftls  at  all  times  were 
made  compulsory  in  peacetime,  if  only  because  of  a 
vague  fear  of  regimentation.  Moat  people  like  to  feel 
free  to  order  their  lives  as  they  will  within  the  law 
without  command  from  a  fatherly  state,  and  the  obli¬ 
gatory  carrying  and  on  some  occasions  production  of 
identity  cards  with  personal  details  would  not  appeal 
to  everyone. 

But  as  a  matter  of  common  sense  the  provision 
of  these  documents  to  all  who  want  them  would  seem 
to  be  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  saving  of  lives 
and  the  prevention  of  unnecessary  suffering,  physical 
and  mental.  Something  of  the  sort  could  well  be  con¬ 
sidered  by  public  health  authorities  in  this  country. 
It  certainly  falls  within  their  proper  scope.  '

Carden  Notes 


Coniferous  mrjmn  are  having  a  rather  had  tine 
of  it,  judging  by  my  mall,  and  these  troubles  can  fall 
into  three  classifications:  poor  drainage,  mttea,  and  scale 
bugs. 

Where  puddles  Ur  during  the  winter  rains,  the  roots 
of  the  cone  bearing  tr**i  will  drown  more  easily  than 
almost  any  other  subject.  This  was  very  obvious  during 
the  1950  Fraser  Valley  flood,  when  submerged  deciduous 
trees  made  a  good  comeback  while  the  evergreens  died. 
About  all  you  can  do,  if  the  ground  la  sodden,  la  Improve 
the  drainage  in  some  ways  or  move  the  trees  or  shrubs 
to  higher  ground.

The  remedy,  In  both  cases,  Is  to  spray  with  malathkm. 
one  chap,  per  gallon,  three  times,  10  days  apart,  starting 
between  now  and  the  middle  ol  th e  month.  Better  add 
two  tbsps.  of  any  liquid  dishwashing  detergent  per  gallon 
to  make  the  spray  stick,  and  uaa  a  really  effldant 
sprayer.
